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Response to Rejection of Claims 8-27 under Obviousness Double Patenting 

1. According to the office action, claims 8-15 and 19-17 are rejected under the 
judicially doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 9, 10, 12, 13 and 15 respectively of U.S. Patent No. 6,762,677, and claims 16-18 
are rejected under the judicially doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 9, 10 and 15 of U.S. Patent No. 6,762,677 in view of Handfield 
(US 5,581,023). 

2. The applicant submits a terminal disclaimer herewith, in compliance with 
37CFR1. 321(c), to disclaim the terminal part of the statutory term of any patent granted 
on instant application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the full statutory 
term defined in 35 U.S.C. 154 to 156 and 173, as presently shortened by any terminal 
disclaimer, of prior Patent No. 6,762,677, in order to overcome the rejection of the 
claims 8-27 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 9, 10, 12, 13 and 15 of the U.S. Patent No. 
6,762,677.
